If Mr. T. W. Lawrence stated what is here 
alleged, he is a fraud upon his hearers. We 
have not been solicited or asked by any railroad 
company or railroad man, directly or indirectly, 
to publish one line for them, or in their behalf, 
since the present controversy began. We have 
refused to encourage farmers to believe in cer- 
tain lies which are told them by demagogues, of 
whom Mr. T. W. Lawrence may or may not be 
one. 

One of the lies which has been industriously 
circulated through the agricultural community 
is, in substance, whatever nice form of words 
may be employed, that the State owns all the 
railroads, and can, theref through its Legis- 
lature, fix the rates of and fare 
on them without consulting the real own- 
ers. This hallucination was started four 
or five years ago, and we endeavored to 
point out its unreasonableness at that time. 
This fallacy was engrafted on the new Constitu- 
tion of the State in 1870, and thus became to be 
more generally and thoroughly believed to be a 
truth. The Legislature of 1871 assumed it to 
be a truth, and acted upon it. There has been no 
time, since this doctrine was first promulgated, 
that its advocates in and out of the Legislature 
have recognized the existence of any rights on 
the part of the real owners of the roads, and it 
was not until they were brought up with @ 
round turn by the Supreme Court that they 
even deemed it worth while to consult 
with them. We believe that they have 
now consented to hear what the other 
side have to say. If they had done this two 
years ago, as we advised, the railway legislation 
of this State would have been nearer toa point 
where practical results might be attained than it 
now is. It would have been easier for us to 
have joined in the common howl than it 
was to utter a word of caution. We submit 
now, as we did then, that haste makes waste, 
and that in so difficult a problem as the regula- 
tion of freight charges, with the vast complica- 
tion of competing lines, State boundaries, and 
water transportation, it would be wise to consult, 
in an intelligent and orderly manner, those who 
built the roads and who pay the cost of operat- 
ing and maintaining them, before coming to a 
definite conclusion. 

Another lie that has been sedulously incul- 
cated is, that if the price of corn is at a certain 
figure in New York, the railroads ought to carry 
it there at such a rate as will yielda certain 
profit, or some profit, to the farmer,—and this 
wholly irrespective of the question whether they 
have or can obtain cars enough to do it or not. 
A few days ago the Erie Railway had 1,200 cars 


or down to five cents in New York, the railways 
cannot carry a bushel of it so long as there is 
more valuable property, like bacon, waiting to 
be moved.

the river landings in IIIInois, Missouri, and Iowa 
tor 20 cents, we recently took pains to inquire 
why so great a discrepancy existed when river 
freights were 60 low. The answer we received 
was, that there was not sufficient ocean tonnage 
obtainable to carry off the cotton crop, and that 
no corn could be moved until this was disposed 
of—that the local demand for corn was limited, 
and that any large shipments to that market 
would not merely put down the price to a very 
low figure, but would leave an unsalable surplus 
in the hands of the consignees. 

A third lie, which is no less injurious, and 
which has passed current a long time, is that 
the freight blockade ean be raised by legislation 
in Illinois. It is very certain that the Legisla- 
ture of this State can neither increase the 
capacity of the grain warehouses in Chicago, 
Milwaukee, or Toledo; nor remove thé ice from 
the Straits of Mackinaw; nor add to the number 
of vessels on the lakes; nor add to the number 
of carson the railways hence to the Atlantic 
seaboard; nor control those railways, even if 


the additional cars could be found. Legislation 


in this State may possibly control the rates to 
be charged in this State; but, until it can do 
something more, it will furnish no real relief to 
the farmers. 

Unjust discriminations in rates between 
different communities are 2 real grievance, 
and we shall give our best efforts as 
a public journal to the eradication of 
that abuse. Yet even here we submit that it is 
best to hear what the other side have to say 
before resorting to any summary measures. 
What the community want is, not to have the 
rates for competing points leveled up to the 
rates charged to non-competing points, but to 
have the rates of the latter leveled down to the 
former. It is not to be supposed, for instance, 


that if the Alton Railroad ceases to carry lumber | 


to Bloomington, the competing roads will carry 
at the same rate as formerly. It is not to be 
supposed that after all the Illinois roads have 
ceased carrying lumber to Bloomington, 
the Indiana roads will carry at the same 
rate as formerly. They will put up the 
rates to just the figure which will enable them to 
monopolize the business. Therefore we repeat 
that even in the matter of unjust discrimina- 
tions it is best to consult ‘the railway compa- 
nies before taking final action, if real relief is 
the thing sought after. If, on the other 
hand, this is a battle of opposing demagogues, 
in which the interests of the farmer are the 
last things to be considered, it will be best to 
pass the most reckless bill that anybody can 
draw.

STATE OWNERSHIP OF RAILROADS. 
In another part of the present issue of Tun 
Trisuxe will be found copious extracts from 
two speeches made by Mr. Charles Francis 
Adams, Jr., and Mr. Edward Atkinson, before 
the Massachusetts Legislature, relative to State 
ownership of railroad lines. Mr. Adams repre- 
sented the Massachusetts Board of Railroad 


Commissioners, and, in urging the purchase of 


the Fitchburg, Vermont & Massachusetts and 
the Massachusetts Central Roads, submitted a 
general argument in favorof State ownership. 
Mr. Atkinson represented a remonstrance of 
citizens to this project, and presented a counter- 
argument against State ownership. Both ad- 
dresses are careful and elaborate reviews of the 
general question, and, as such, are entitled to 
special attention at this time. 

Mr. Adams has modeled his idea of the State 
ownership of railroads on the system now in 
vogue in Belgium, under which the State owns a 
portion of the railroads, leaving the remainder 
in the hands of private capital. By this means 
he claims that the State virtually controls the 
entire railroad system of the country in the in- 
terest of ite citizens. This, he says, may be ac- 
complished in this country by the State owner- 
ship of a main or trunk line, whose rates will 
practically determine the rates of all other lines. 
It is not by competition alone that such a result 
will be brought about; but a demonstration that 
a State can run a railroad and make it reasona- 
bly profitable at certain low rates will force 
the private corporations to yield to the 
demands of the people that they shall 
do the same. He meets the charge that 
the State ownership of railroads would generate 
political corruption in two ways: First, he says 
that the sway of the railroad man and the 
lobbyist is notorious in half the Legislatures of 
the country,” and maintains that none of the 
devices of political corruption could equal the 
present system of railroad supervision and regu- 
lation, under which one man supervises and 
regulates the property of another. In the second 
place, he makes a distinction between the sub- 
portunities for corruption in the former plan 
have been abundantly demonstrated, not only in 
the Credit Mobilier transactions, but in the case 
of every State, and every county, and every 
city that have loaned their credit to private 
railroad enterprises to be used and manipu- 
lated as private interests may suggest. He holds 
that such opportunities would not present them- 
selves where the State actually owned a railroad 
and managed it. To illustrate this point, he 
compares the postal system and the Union Pa- 
cific Railroad. In the one case there is absolute 
ownership and control in the hands of the Gov- 
ernment, and no general corruption has ever 
been urged against it. In the other, there was 
simply a reserved right of supervision, which 
was grossly abused by the men whom the Gov- 
ernment thus set up in business. He cites the 

conditions of water-works owned and 
controlled by city governments, and the gas- 
works, which cities merely keep under general 
supervision, as cases in point. In one word, he 
vigorously opposes the policy of subsidizing as 
dangerous and full of corruption, while he 
sivocates the policy of actual ownership 
by the State of part of the railway 
system as za means by which combina- 
tions may be prevented, tariffs regulated, and 
railways managed in the interests of the people 


| without the sacrifice of money. In answer to 


the suggestion that the ownership of 200 or 300 
miles within the State conld not overcome the 
present evils of transportation, he holds that 
the State corporation may extend its control by 
means of leases through Trustees, just as the 
Pennsylvania Company had extended its juris- 
diction, though ite charter limite its powers to 


the domain of the State of Pennsylvania. But 


should this State investment prove to be un- 
profitable and become a tax on the people?

atime when railroads were not profitable, whether 
in the hands of the State or of private corpora- 
tions. The railroads broke down without the 
States, and the States themselves broke down 
without the railroads. “It is notorious,” Mr. 
Adams says, that there is hardly a railroad in 
Illinois the great railroad State—which has not 
passed through bankruptcy in private hands.” 
The experience in Belgium, on the contrary, 
shows that the venture would not be likely to 
prove unprofitable. Thé net return upon the 
investment in State roads there was six and 
three-tenths per cent, which is equivalent to 
twelve per cent here, as the rate of interest 
rules. Yet the railroads were managed to the 
satisfaction of the people and without ruining 
the private corporations that owned other lines. 
Mr. Adams eoncluded by reminding the Legis- 
lature that it would not be long before the rail- 
roads of Massachusetts would necessarily be con- 
solidated within six corporations at most. This 
is already the case in France, where the rail- 
roads are not so extensive. He holds that con- 
solidation is not only necessary but beneficial, 
but insists that the State should be one of these 
six great railroad families. 

The points which Mr. Atkinson makes against 
the project may be briefly summed up as fol- 
lows: The State cannot build a railroad’ as well 
and as ‘economically as private enterprise; in 
illustration of which he points to that portion of 
the Hoosac Road built by the State of Massachu- 
setts, Which has been described as so crooked, 
80 wrongly placed, and so badly constructed, 
that it seemed as if the engineer in charge had 
been making a job for his successor to undo.” 
A State railroad would necessitate a tax upon 
the people for its purchase, which would be to 
coerce them to put their money into an enter- 
prise for which they would not voluntarily sub- 
scribe. The investment would not stop with the 
construction of the roads. It would be neces- 
sary to build extensive works for the manufac- 
ture of locomotives and cars. To carry out the 


refuse to invest in enterprises, the most profit- 
able part of which had been assumed by the 
State. It would also be necessary to advance 
money for the running of these roads until the 
commerce should be sufficiently large and steady 
to make them permanently profitable. These 
large amounts of money could not pass through 
the hands of legislative committees and politi- 
cians without developing corruption. Nor would 
there be any appreciable relief of the people by 
cheapening the rates of transportation over 200 
or 300 miles of road when the extortions they 


complain of extend over 2,000 or 3,000 miles. 


Mr. Atkinson further maintains that the cost of 
construction, equipment, and running of rail- 
roads has been increased by from 60 to 80 per 
cent since the passage of the Legal-Tender act, but 
that there has been no increase in railroad rates. 
In spite of the popular clamor, the tariff from 
Chicago to Boston is only 1 2-10 cents per mile 
on every ton of grain. The burning of corn for 
fuel, he says, has occurred on railroads arti- 
ficially forced upon the country by Government 
subsidy before they were needed, where it is 
cheaper to burn corn than to transport fuel. He 
holds also that, in estimating the success of the 
State railroads of Belgium, it is necessary to 
consider the different conditions of the people; 
and it is not unlikely, in view of living expenses, 
that the rates of the Belgium roads are as high 
as those of the private railroads in this country.

THE CASE OF CALDWELL. 

One of the questions before the United States 
Senate, in special session, is the case of Alex- 
ander Caldwell, Senator from Kansas. Mr. 
Caldwell was elected Senator by the Legislature 
of Kansas in January, 1871, for the term begin- 


his seat in March, 1871, and in January, 1872, the 
Legislature of Kansas investigated the trans- 


actions attending that election, and such was 


the amount of corruption exposed that copies 
of the evidence were ordered to be laid before 
the Senate. The latter body referred the matter 
to a Committee in the spring of 1872, but the 
Committee postponed it until after the election. 
Early in the late session evidence was taken, 
and on Feb. 17, 1873, a report was made. The 
report of the Committee and the evidence make 
a printed volume of 472 pages. The evidence 
is disgusting in the extent of the corruption it 
discloses. It shows that the election of United 
States Senator in that State has always been re- 
garded as a matter of purchase and sale,—the 
man who carries off the prize being the one who 
pays the most for it. It appears that Caldwell 
had two conspicuous competitors, ex-Congress- 
man Clarke and ex-Gov. Carney; that both 
of these men had made large investments, 
pecuniary, in members ; that Caldwell came in 
between them, purchased up enough members 
to prevent the election of either one ; that he 
then assumed all Clarke's bills, contracts, 
etc., and got all Clarke’s votes except one ; that 
he in like manner purchased Carney's with- 
drawal and the support of his friends; that he 
was then elected, the election costing him 
$75,000. Caldwell was comparatively a stranger, 
having never taken any part in Kansas politics, 
and was known only to the Legislature as a man 
with plenty of money, who was willing to spend 
it to be elected. 

The Committee in their report recite the lead- 
ing facts of the case, giving the written contract 
by which Carney retired, and the votes of his 
friends were transferred to Caldwell. The
